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Negotiations Continue 


Redistricting Agreement 
Eludes Sofons 


AUSTIN (AP) - Two potential rivals 


for a seat in Congress eyed each other 
across a conference table Wednesday 
night. 


One of them, Sen. Charles Wilson of 


Lufkin, said hardly a word. 


The other, Rep. Clyde Haynes of 


Vidor, talked almost all the time. 
. 


Each is a member of the House and 


that the general area includes 
Frost, Blooming Grove and 
Emhouse. However, Dawson is 
not included. 


Presently the bill is being 


negotiated in the Senate. "It 
appears likely that it will be 
accepted as it is," he said. 


Representative Jack Hawkins 


reported to the Daily Sun at 
presstime that the House of 
Representatives

approved 
the 


redistricting bill which transfers 
a portion of western Navarro 
County 
to 
District 
34 
of 


Representative Aubry Moore of 
Hillsboro. 


Representative Hawkins said 


Senate negotiating committee that again 
failed 
to 
reach 
agreement 
on 


congressional redistricting. Another 
meeting was set for today. 


Each 
lives in the district now 


represented by Rep. John, Dowdy of 
Athens, who is ill arid faces federal 
bribery charges. Dowdy is unlikely to 
seek re-election. 


The original House redistricting map, 


which Haynes helped draw, separated 
Angelina (Lufkin) and Orange (Vidor) 
Counties. 


This plan would have permitted 


Haynes to run for Dowdy's seat without 
having to face Wilson or two other 
potential candidates from Lufkin, 
Secretary of State Martin Dies Jr. and 
Benton Musselwhite, onetime aide to 
former U. S. Sen. Ralph Yarborough. 


The original Senate plan, which Wilson 


helped draw, kept Wilson in Dowdy's 
district with Haynes. 


After several negotiating sessions, 


Haynes was persuaded to keep Angelina 
County in Dowdy's district, where one 
House member said it has been for 80 
years. 


This was the plan that almost was 


accepted by Senate negotiators an hour 
before the regular session of the 
legislature ended at midnight Monday. 


Wednesday night, after the joint 


committee began at the point of near 


agreement, Haynes presented two more 
plans. 


Each separated Angelina and Orange 


Counties. 


The first plan made a district one- 


county wide and extending the length of 
East Texas, from Texarkana to Orange. 
Haynes called it the Sabine River dis- 
trict. It would assist the development of 
the river valley as a unit, he said. 


A major advantage of this plan, he 


said, 
was 
that 
no 
incumbent 


congressman would have to run against 
another incumbent. The original House 
and Senate bills, and also the plan that 
nearly won acceptance Monday night, 
put Reps. Bob Price of Pampa and 
Graham Purcell of Wichita Falls in the 
same district. 


The Haynes plan would put both 


Haynes and Wilson hi a district with an 
incumbent. Haynes would be in a district 


with Rep. Wright Patman of Texarkana, 
who will be 78 next Aug. 6. Wilson would 
be in a district with Rep. Olin Teague of 
College Station, who is in his mid-60s. 


Sen. J. P. Word of Meridian, chairman 


of the Senate negotiators, said he would 
give no consideration to such a plan 
unless the other river basins in the state 
were treated in the same manner. 


When Haynes said his plan would 


eliminate the fishhook aspect of Pat- 
man's district under the Monday plan, 
Word shot back, "Clyde, you ought not 
say anything about fishhooks." 


Word reminded Haynes that the 


original House plan had a fishhook just 
as flagrant in Southeast 
Texas, 


separating Angelina and Orange. 


Haynes then pulled out a second plan, 


which again separated him from Wilson. 


Sen. Bill Patman, Wright Patman's 


son, looked at it closely. It included 


Angelina fCounty in Patman's district, 
where it has never been before, and took 
Cherokee! County out of the district. 


The son suggested Angelina and 


Cherokeik should be switched. 


Haynes went back to talking about the 


first plfin. He chewed gum as he talked, 
with sriort snaps of his square jaw. His 
hands moved constantly, shuffling maps • 
and pjointing at his lines. He walked 
arounid the table to get more maps from 
his Briefcase, talking as he went and 
retuii-ned. 


Wilson sat with a pained expression on 


his face. He brushed back his sandy hair 
frequently. Occasionally he got up and 
pa bed the floor, then sat down without 
sa.ying anything. 


/Haynes showed a newsman yet a third 


plan, again with Angelina and Orange in 
different districts.

AUSTIN (AP)—Texas senators, in a 


hurry-up-and-quit mood, approved a 
liquor tax bill 29-0 today then a few 
minutes later adopted a primary elec- 
tion financing measure 23-8. 


In adopting the primary financing bill 


senators ignored recommendations of 
Secretary State Martin Dies Jr. and 
voted for a measure Dies predicted 
would be unconstitutional. 


The successful bill would have 


political candidates pay up to 5 per cent 
of the total salary they would collect 
during a term of office. There would still 
be separate Democratic and Republi- 
can primaries. The defeated plan had a 
schedule of filing fees ranging from $500 
for statewide officials down to $10 for 
county chairmen, and both parties would 
vote in one primary. 


The liquor bill would'add a 10 per cent 


tax on mixed drinks at public places and 
private clubs and is expected to add 
some $32 million to the state treasury in 
the next two years. 


Passage of the House-approved 


measure to Gov. Preston Smith took 
care of one of the few major issues of the 
special session which started at noon 
Tuesday. 
' 


The governor opened the session today 


to consideration of the bill on primary 
elections. 


The tax bill will go into effect as soon 


as Smith signs it.

Before You Start, 
Says Drug Addict 


Hoffa Relinquishes 
Union Leadership 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Teamsters 


President James R. Hoffa has sent word 
from his prison cell that he will finally 
relinquish his 14-year reign over the 
giant labor union, informed sources said 
today. 


The tough, 58-year-old Hoffa, whose 


stormy career as chief of the 2-millipn 
member union ended in prison four 
years ago, reportedly endorsed the 
union's general vice president, Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons, to succeed him. 


Hoffa, serving 13 years for jury 


tampering 
and mail fraud in the 


Lewisburg, Pa., federal penitentiary, 
had exhausted innumerable legal 
avenues in a fruitless effort to win his 
freedom in time to run for re-election 
next month before finally giving in and 
agreeing to step aside. 


Hoffa had kept other Teamsters 


leaders waiting for the decision up to the 
union's' last- executive board meeting in 
Hollywood, Fla., last month. Hoffa sent 
word then he wanted more time in a last 
bid for freedom on the basis of a pur- 
ported'deposition from the chief prose- 
cution witness, Edward Grady Partin, 
whose testimony sent him to prison. 


NEWTOWN, Pa. (AP) — He 


died in jail a drug addict. In pain. 
He was hooked on heroin, a habit 
that reached 75 bags daily at a 
cost of $750 before his arrest. 


He left behind a filmed con- 


fession, warning young people 
not to experiment with mari- 
juana and hard drugs. 


The film was made for police in 


April 1970, four months before he. 
died awaiting trial for burglary. 
It is now being processed for 
school distribution, delayed 
because of legal problems with 
his family. 


"Stop before you start," he 


said. 


"Everyone near you, you 


hurt," he said. "No one escapes 
it. 


The 29-year-old son of a white 


middle class suburban school 
teacher was identified only as 
"Dennis," to protect his wife and 
three children. 


Those who fool around with 


marijuana are kidding them- 
selves, he said. 


"It :has been my experience 


over the years with other drug 
addicts that the greater majority 
of them, if not all of them, start 
out with marijuana and then 
progress to harder drugs ..." 


His arms and legs were cov- 


ered with needle marks. They 
were almost as hard as stone 
after 13 years of injection after 
injection. Even under his fin- 
gernails. 


"I used every vein that was 


available, in every part of my 
body," he said. 


Dennis told his story in the 


stduio of the Lower Bucks Cable- 
television to detectives of the 
Bucks County district attorney's 
office, in this small Philadelphia 
suburb. He agreed to do it to 
reach kids in junior and senior 
high schools and show them what 
being an addict is like. 


Dennis said his drug addiction 


began at 16, when he tried heroin. 
He switched briefly to cocaine 
while he was being treated in a 
methadone withdrawal program. 


"There's no cure for heroin 


addiction," he said. "It can be 
stopped and aborted in the early 
stages if a person is reached in 
time. But don't think for. a minute 
that methadone is some sort of 
wonder drug that is going to stop 
you from drug addiction. 


"While I was on the methadone 


it satisfied my physical craving 
for drugs. I no longer had this 
desire for heroin. But methadone

Donaldson 
Says Report 
One-Sided 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The first U.S. 


general accused of murdering civilians 
in South Vietnam says the charges 
against him are "based on a one-sided 
report."' 


Brig. Gen. John W. Donaldson, until 


recently a top planner for the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said Wednesday the 
investigation conducted by the Army's 
Criminal Intelligence Division was not 
complete. 


"Certain parts of this report and in- 


vestigation have just now been made 
available to me and to my counsel," 
Donaldson said. 


"I would like to say I have full faith in 


the United States Army. The Army has 
been my life and I have full confidence in 
the U.S. military judicial system," he 
said. 


The 47-year-old West Point graduate is 


accused of murdering six Vietnamese 
civilians and assaulting two others. 


The Army has disclosed few details of 


the case but Pentagon sources said an 
investigation was started in November 
after a helicopter pilot said the general 
took pot shots at Vietnamese civilians 
while flying over Quang Ngai Province 
during an operation in late 1968. 
Donaldson was commander of the 4th 
Infantry Brigade at the time of the 
alleged incidents. 


The Army, in announcing the charges, 


used the term "alleged" in referring to 
the civilians. It is understood this 
phrasing was used because an issue in 
the case is whether they were enemy 
troops. 


Also Wednesday, the Army said Lt. 


Col. William J. McCloskey has been 
charged with the death of two Vietnam- 
ese civilians in March 1969. The Army 
said the two cases are not related.

didn't 
substitute 
the 


psychological feeling nor the 
physical rush that you get from 
injecting drugs into your system. 
It just didn't do it, it couldn't do 
it. Nothing can ..." 


"Over the years, I've witnessed 


a minimum of 12 or 15 deaths 
from heroin. I've seen people die 
in cellars. I've seen people die on 
rooftops. Bathrooms. Service 
stations." 


Dennis said he stole to pay for 


his habit. Police granted him 
immunity from prosecution on 
drug charges as he outlined his 
activities. 


"Over the years I've indulged 


in lesser crimes such as shop- 
lifting or check boosting, or 
stealing people's income tax 
checks out of the mail boxes," he 
said. "That was when I only 
need.ed a small amount to finance 
my addiction. 


"But as my addiction prog- 


ressed (to 75 bags daily) I had to 
resort to stronger crimes or 
harder crimes because of the 
very need for money. Very ob- 
viously you can't get $750 a day 
out of somebody's mailbox or 
shoplifting in a department 
store... 


"An addict isn't a dangerous 


person as long as he can get his 
drugs, but if he is put into a 
position where it is necessary to 
commit a crime of violence he 
will. An addict can kill for money 
for drugs. 


"I'm not saying this to frighten 


anyone or to overemphasize 
anything, I'm just stating a fact 
as it is. If I, myself, had ever been 
put in a position where I couldn't 
get the money without hurting 
someone 
I 
wouldn't 
have 


hesitated a moment to do 
whatever was necessary to tf«t 
the money ..."

patio and back yards to begin 
the summer fun of barbecu- 
ing. The creative cook need 
not limit outdoor menus to 
the usual steaks and burgers. 
Many cuts of meat, offering 
variety to summer menus, are 
great when prepared on the 
outdoor grill. Beef kaboba, 
pork steaks and smoked pork 
sausages are among the avail- 
able candidates for a cookout 
that are sometimes over- 
looked. 


When cooking meat on the 


outdoor grill, a secret to suc- 
cess is temperature 
control, 


advises Reba Staggs, home 
economist of the 
National 


Live Stock and Meat Board. 
Low to moderate heat gives 
most satisfactory results. If 
using charcoal, let briquettes 
burn until covered with gray 
ash before placing meat on the 
grill. Gas and electric grills 
can be regulated to provide 
the low temperature desired.

High quality sirloin tip can 


provide beef for kabobs to 
broil on the outdoor grill. For 
tender, juicy kabobs, avoid 
overcooking.

step-down terrace level. 


"He thought I was dead or badly hurt. 


He could have just thrown the paper and 
gone on. But he didn't, I later learned 
from my neighbor, because he's just too 
conscientious," she said in praise. 


The Collin Middle School eighth

grader is a soft-spoken, modest young 
man who is not inclined to broadcast his 
acts of. concerned kindness. Son of Asst. 
Police Chief and Mrs. Doug Hightower, 
he had "always wanted a route" before 
he got his Daily Sun route with its 166 
customers, including Mr. and Mrs. Nutt, 
back in February.

She was walking backwards pulling the 
hose, her attention momentarily 
distracted by a new tulip emerging in the 
yard, when "I stepped off the lower 
terrace level of the sidewalk steps back- 
wards, hit my head on the walk, and was 
knocked unconscious," 


Ricky modestly and quickly put in "It 


wasn't just me that helped. A carload of 
boys passing by stopped, and they went 
in the house to tell Mr. Nutt what hap- 
pened, she wanted someone to get him 
because he's blind." 


Neither Ricky nor Mrs. Nutt knew the
